about La Boiselle.

man* claim a complete victory.

We need government 
insurance

We need a 
whole comprehensive system of re­ 
form and I believe the creation of 
this commission has launched that 
government. 
Labor has not had a 
square deal. We are a generation be­ 
hind Europe in looking after the man 
who toils." 
Untermeyer w*as the first witness 
in the commission’s Inquiry into the 
concentration of we aith and Influence 
on public thought and public poli­ 
cies. with specific reference to the 
Rockefeller, Sage 
and 
other big 
"foundations." 
Untermeyer attributed the present 
industrial unrest to "absentee owner­ 
ship” and the accumulation of top­ 
heavy fortunes. 
“The great trouble with our big in­ 
dustrial leaders,’’ he said, “ is that 
they live in New York 
and 
know' 
nothing of the working conditions 
of their men and even less of the 
sentiment of the country. 
New York, 
you know', is even more provincial 
than Oshkosh.”
